and caucealed in their Cells and ſubterraneous 
Maults; which Vaults were ſo artfully contrived, 
that none beſides themſelves could enter them, 
pheing conſtructed in winding labyrinthal Forms : 
Ibeir Hearts were placed on the Treaſures there 
Accumulated, and they poſſeſſecd a Confidence 
hat they would never be deſtroyed to Eternity: 
I fay their Vaults, and wondered at the Art they 
diſplayed in gonſtructing and increaſing them 
without End.
